Rerort OF run Ecc estasTicaL COMMISSIONERS, 
—This report presents no very salient point, During 
the year to Which it refers, 100.000“ was paid over 
to the Commiissioners’ Common Fund by the Church 
Estates Commissioners, in respect of the surplus 
arising from transactions under the Episcopal and 
Cepitular Estates Act. The accretions to the fund 
from this source now amount to 400,000. The in- 
crease in the income of the “Common Fund“ has 
justified the expenditure of 5,0001 in making better 

rovision for the cure of souls. The total number of 

nefices permanently augmented by the Commis- 
sioners, exclusive of new districts, amounted on the 
Ist of November last, to 876, with an aggregate 
population of 2,389,352, and the annual grants 
made in respect of those berefices, exclusive of 
the value of land and tithe rent charge annexed 
in certain cases, amounted, in the aggregate, to 
46,7531, The total number of districts constituted 
by the Commissioners up to November |, was 
249, and their aggregate population 864,081; and of 
these 209 districts have already been provided with 
churches, and so become “ new*parishes,’’ and the in- 
cumbents thereof have become entitled to an annual 
income of 150 at least, besides dues and surplice 
fees. The aunual payment in respect of districts and 
new parishés is accordingly increased to 34,823/., sub- 
ject to farther increase. e total permanent charge 
upon the “Common Fund” for augmentation and 
endowment of parochial cures amounts, there- 
fore, at nt, to 81,5761. per annum, exclusive of

Lord John Russell was nominated by Mr. T. 
Hankey, and seconded by Mr. Bennoch, who said:— 

But for that noble lord many in that meeting would 
not have been there that day. Asa Dissenter he (Mr. 
Bennoch) must have been absent, and so must those who 
were 10/. householders. „ hear.) Many other 
things which he would not then waste their e by 
enumerating bore the impress of the gigantic mind of 
Lord John II. (Cheers.) Why, then, was he (Mr. 
Bennoch) there thet day, enjoying the high honour of 
seconding the noble lord's nomination? Either by mis- 
representation or misunderstanding—he did not care to 
inquire which—(cheers)—Lord John Russell had been 
abandoned i a large number of the merchant princes 
of London who were professedly liberal. (Loud cheers.) 
The noble lord had, however, appealed from the few in 
a small room to the many in Guildhall—he had appealed 
from twenty to twenty thousand—(cheers)—and in his 
best days, when he won for the people their rights, the 
noble lord had never manifested a wiser discretion than 
when he thus appealed from injustice at the London 
Tavern to the judgment of the whole constituency. (Loud 
cheers and interruption.) 

Baron Rothschild was nominated by Alderman 
Wire, and seconded by Mr. Dakin. Mr. Martineau 
nominated, and Mr. J. Chapman seconded, Sir James 
Duke, Mr. John Dillon nominated, and Mr. Gassiott 
seconded, Mr. Wigram Crawford. Mr. W. G. Press- 
cott proposed, and Mr. A. Anderson, seconded Mr. 
Raikes Carrie. } 

In proposing Mr. Crawford, Mr. Dillon replied to a 
charge made against him—that he had divulged the 
contents of a letter from Lord John Russell. Now he 
had received t wo letters from Lord Jobn, one saying that 
he would not stand, the other saying he would stand. 
He had never shown the first letter to any one. It 
r. Dillon 
could only account for the rumour that Lord John 
would not stand by supposing that otbers besides him- 
self knew the contents of that letter. Mr. Dillon 
honoured Lord John for his great qualities and ser- 
vices, but he did not like his faults. He disapproved 
of his conduct at Vienna. 

Lord John Russell, in his speech after the nomi- 
nation, replied among other things to these two points, 
Mr. Dillon no doubt received a letter from him in- 
timating an intention to resign; but before he an- 
swered that letter, he received another from Lord 
John stating that he should take time to consider 
what course he should pursue. People presumed 
without authority, at the London Tavern meeting, 
that he had resigned; and Mr. Dillon did not thin 
proper to undeceive them. Lord John now appealed 
with emphasis against the dictation of that self-con- 
stitated power the Liberal Registration Association; 
and against the restriction placed on the choice of the 
electors, and the doctrine that commercial men only 
should represent great towns. Liverpool is a great 
commercial town; but Liverpool was for a long time 
represented by Mr. Canning, and Mr. Canning at 
that time held a great position in the councils of the 
country and was not connected with the town. 
(Cheers.) Mr. Huskisson followed Mr. Canning; 
and 4 he was connected with the Board of 
Trade he had no connexion with the local interests of 
Liverpool. (Cheers.) Lord John went on to say:— 


Connected with this election there is another question 
which it behoves you well to consider, and that is the 
independence of Parliament. (Loud cheers.) 1 quite 
allow that Lord Palmerston is a man fit to preside over 
the councils of this kingdom—(cheers and hisses)—and 
I think he deserves the support of the House of Com- 
mons. But, gentlemen, I cannot admit that immediately 
the House of Commons comes to an adverse vote it ought 
to be stigmatised as willing—the majority of it—to make 
a stepping stone to power of the degradation and 
humiliation of their country. (Loud cheers.) I think 
that the House of Commons ought to be independent, 
and that it ought to vote on the merits of the questions 
before it. cheers.) The House may commit 


errors, but it ought to have a free and in ependent 


— 


choice, and 
the Ministers o the Crown. (Great cheering.) I 
among the measures that ought to be proposed to the 
House of Commons there ought to be one for a consider- 
able extension of the suffrage. (Loud cheers.) It was 
my duty first as the organ of my own Administration 
and afterwards as the organ of the Administration of 
Lord Aberdeen, to introduce a measure which contained 
a oe for such an extension of the right of voting. 
(Hear, hear.) As I have sometimes been accused of 
slackness in this matter, allow me to say that it was the 
want of support both in the House of Commonsand in the 
country at e that induced me not to persevere with 
those measures. (Cheers.) But I may here say that 
there is now a ition among the people in favour 
of a measure of that kind, and I trust that that disposi- 
tion may grow so strong that such a measure may be 
brought in and carried by a majority of the next House 
of Commons. 

An Elector : It will be carried if you will only bring 
it forward. (Hear, hear.) 

Lord J. Russell. It belongs to the Government to 
bring forward such a measure as that. Lord Palmerston 
was a member of Lord Aberdeen’s Government, and he 
may think it right to bring it forward; but if he repeats 
the course with regard to that measure which he pursued 
with regard to Mr. Locke King’s motion—if he is neither 
for a large nor for a small reform—I shall then think 
it my duty to bring the subject before the House of 
Cemmons, and to propose a bill for the extension of the 
su . (Loud cheers.

Ido not believe that 
any measure—well intended though it may be—is likely 
to sueceed in the House of Lords unless it is founded 
u that fair and equal consideration. (Cheers.) 

ith rogard to other topics I shall not detain you long. 
With regard to the lot, I have nothing more to say 
than I have hitherto said, and I must therefore leave 
that subject without further remark. (Hear, hear.) 

With regard toour foreign policy, there are two ques- 
tions upon which I will say a few words. One is with 
pares to my conduct at Vienna. (Hear, hear.) I 
refer to two portions of that subjeet, because it was not 
thought right by the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs to produce the despatch which I wrote. I do not 
find fault with the exercise of the discretion entrusted 
to him, but tbat being the case it is impossible for me to 
have my case fully before the public. This I can say, 
deducing it only from that which 1 have stated in Parlia- 
ment, and that which has appeared in documents 15 
before Parliament, that it was my opinion that France, 
Great Britain, and Austria should all combine for the 
purpose of securing Turkey. (Cheers.) With a _ 
posal founded on that basis I went to Vienna. ‘That 
roposal was not accepted at the time, but in April of 
ast year Lord Clarendon signed a treaty for that pur- 
pose at Paris, and that is now the greatsecurity on which 
the empire of Turkey rests. But there is another point 
which I wish to mention. I wrote from Vienna that I con- 
sidered it essential to the security of the Turkish empire 
that steps should be taken to prevent the Circassian 
forts falling into the hands of the Russians, my opinion 
being that the great danger to Turkey was from the 
Asiatic side. I greatly regret that the — of Paris 
was concluded without that proposal of mine forming a 
part of the treaty. If it had formed part of it I am per- 
suaded that we should not have had Russia at the pre- 
sent time propering to subdue Circassia, and thereby 
taking an additional step towards the conquest of Turkey. 
(Hear, hear.) And now, gentlemen, one word, and one 
word only, with r to my vote on the subject of 
China. It was and is my opinion, not only as regards 
the Chinese, but as regards British subjects and British 
property, that the conduct of Sir John Bowring was 
quite unjustifiable. (Cries off No,“ and cheers.) My 
opinion was and is that a fleet and troops should have 
been sent out; that if any demand was to be made for 
the complete fulfilment of the treaty, it should have been 
made with a large force in sight. That demand, I be- 
lieve, would then have been acceded to, and you would 
then have obtained at once the advantages which you will 
now only be able to obtain six months hence, when the 
Earl of Elgin will arrive in China and be supported by 
the troops and the fleet which ought to have been there 
at the commencement of the proceedings. Why did not 
the Government ‘adopt the course which they have now 
thought it right to adopt when the first accounts ar- 
rived? I think that for the sake of British subjects and 
British property, as well as for the general principles of 
justice, that course ought to have n adopted, and I 
venture tosay that we should never support British rights 
and British power apart from justice. (Loud cheers.) There 
are occasions when it is absolutely nec both for the 
sake of the general interests of Europe, that the sword 
should be unsheathed. Such was the case for instance 
when Russia attempted her aggression upon Turkey— 
such will be the case, I venture to say, if Austria should 
pursue the aggressive course which she hasshown a disposi- 
tion to pursue towards the Government of Piedmont. 
If Sardinia, which is a small Power, is to be attacked 
by a great power for the crime—and that is the only 
crime laid to her charge—that she supports the liberty 
of the press—(checrs)—while I think that we ought not to 
abuse our power, 1 think on the other hand that we ought 
to use it asfar as it can be brought to bear for the main- 
tenance of a free constitution that is attacked by a de- 
spotic Power—that free country fighting for the prin- 
ciple which we ourselves possess, and the blessing of 
a free constitution, and envied and hated for that cause 
by neighbouring despotic Powers. (Cheers.)

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SUMMARY. 


A cEneral election, commenced on false pre- 
tences, has been carried out with characteristic in- 
definiteness. The old distinctions of Liberal and 
Conservative have become ridiculously inappli- 
cable. Nor does the combination of the two 
terms, under the designation Liberal-Conservative, 
describe with any exactness the opinions of the 
many candidates who have obtained admission to 
St. hens under Palmerstonian colours—for 
even a few classed as Conservatives, in reality 
avow a more Liberal creed. The Premier, besides 
being the Tory head of a Radical Cabinet, as Mr. 
Disraeli says, with more antithesis than correct- 
ness, is the leader of a nondescript Parliament. 
Up to the present time 445 members have been 
returned—a little more than two-thirds of the 
whole. But although the testing elections have 
already been decided, it is difficult, almost im- 
— to cast the horoscope of the new Parlia- 
ment. The endless variations of opinion amongst 
the new members defy classification. The minis- 
terial journals cut the — re of 24 ditfi- 
culty by lumping together iberals, though 
they iffer 2 5 as Mr. Edward Ellice — 
Mr. Coningham, under the convenient heading 
„Ministerialists. By this means the Government 
evening print manages to exhibit a net ministerial 
, of twenty-two votes, which the Morning

‘Taking either esti- 
mate the result is not al er such as we were 
led to expect by ministerial journals. The country 
generally has given wo unmistakable response 
to Lord erston’s appeal. 

The signal defeat sustained by the old League 
leaders seems somewhat to belie this conclusion. 
But can it be said that the veteran champions of 
free trade have fallen victims to their votes on 
the Chinese question?

It is too 
much to expect, that a he eous commercial 
and manufacturing community, like that of the 
capital of the cotton district, could long put up 
with the exponents of political views so indepen- 
dent and cosmopolitan as those held by their late 
representatives. It is the fate of men of high and 
unbending principles to become, at one time or 
another, the victims of popular fickleness, espe- 
cially at times when an unworthy and selfish 
regard for class or national advantages stifles the 

romptings of justice and humanity. The city of 
— as Mr. Cobden said, has been on its 
trial, and has been found wanting. ‘There, as in 
other places, Palmerstonianism—the embodiment 
of a sordid national policy—has gained the day. 
Manchester is now represented by men who, in 
calibre and sentiment, faithfully reflect the cur- 
rent state of political morality. But the time is 
coming when —— will awake to a sense of 
the degradation into which it has fallen, when the 
latent virtue and independence that have been 
overborne by circumstances, will be aroused to 
duty and action, and when a Potter and a Turner 
will be found to be i uate representa- 
tives of a community which has gained some 
reputation in times past for the fearless 


advocacy of lar rights and the claims of 
humanity. ostracism of Mr. Cobden is due 
to other causes than those which have excluded Mr. 
B and Mr. Gibson from the new Parliament. 
At Huddersfield he had to encounter not only 
the prejudices and resentments of a manufactur- 
ing and commercial class, but a rival who has 
won a deserved ity by a life of devotion 
to the advancement of education in the 
imm locality. None can deny Mr. Akroyd 
the reputation of being a munificent philan- 
thropist, nor condemn the Ce which led 
the electors of Huddersfield to prefer a local be- 
nefactor to an earnest statesman, whose claims 
were more general. 

It is in the manufacturing districts where Lord 
Palmerston has achieved his most signal triumphs, 
and where, if the recent elections are a true test, the 
middle classes forswear the past, and turn their 
backs upon years of faithful service, in order that 
they may bow down to the idol of the hour. Sal- 
ford joins with Manchester in repudiating earnest 
Liberalism, and returns with éclat Mr. Massey, 
Under Secretary for the Home Department, re- 
jected by Newport for his political short- 
comings. The Liberalism of the Isle of Wight 
is far too broad for the constituents of the 
late Mr. Brotherton. Indeed, Lancashire 
seems to have — — forgotten its ancient 
creed and given itself up to mystical delusions. 
Liberal-Conservatism, whatever it may mean, is 
far more attractive than Radical Reform. Bolton, 
Oldham, and Rochdale have promptly caught the 
sympathies of commercial Manchester, and 
ostracised Messrs. Barnes, Fox, and Miall for 
serving them “ not wisely but too well.” Inde 
dent representatives with definite views and firm 
purpose are at present the bete noire of the birth- 
place of the We need not, therefore, 
wonder at the exultation of the Ministerial evening 
hack in the success of the policy of proscribin 
independent Reformers who are likely to be trouble- 
some to the favourite of the middle-classes. In 
mentioning the rejection of Mr. Layard for Ayles- 
bury, and of Mr. Cardwell for Oxford, we have 
completed our list of the most eminent of the 
victims sacrificed to the shrine of Palmerston. 


But if the country heartily and unanimously 
responded to the false issue raised by the Prime 
Minister, how are we to account for other results 
of last week’s conflict? At Sheffield, Liberal 
Conservatism of the true Palmerstonian dye has 
received a signal defeat at the hands of its sworn 
foe, Mr. Roebuck. At Carlisle, Sir James Graham 
is triumphantly returned by his old friends, while 
Mr. Ferguson, the supporter of the Premier's 
Chinese policy, is turned adrift. Sir Joseph Paxton 
ignominiously routs a ticketed Ministerialist at 
Coventry: Sir Erskine Perry is returned uno 
ow or a Government dockyard town; Mr. 

ilpin, the man of peace, is preferred by North- 
om ton, to a Palmerstonian of the approved 

ion; and Mr. Lindsay vanquishes opposition 
at Tynemouth before it assumes an organised 
shape. But this is not the worst. Even mem- 
bers of the Government have found to their cost 
that the name of their chief is not an infallible 
talisman. Mr. Osborne prudently retires from 
Middlesex, and has obtained solace at Dover from 
the ominous coldness of his late metropolitan 
constituents. Portsmouth re-elects Sir F. Baring, 
one of the foremost of the “ conspirators” in the 
Chinese matter, and rejects Viscount Monck, a 
Lord of the Treasury.

Who could have believed, that after the addresses 
from the Stock Exchange, from Lloyds, from 
Mincing-Jane, and other commercial quarters, the 
City itself would triumphantly return his arch 
rival, Lord John Russell? This election in truth 
compensates for many losses. Lord John 
Russell is a power in the State. His recent 
gallantry and hearty enunciation of reform senti- 
ments have gone far to reinstate him in the affec- 
tions of his former adherents, and place him at 
the head of the great Liberal party. The views 
he has expressed during the last few days, 
are of greater significance than the utterances of 
any statesman of the day, the Prime Minister not 
excepted. It will be seen that Lord John Russell 
unreservedly commits himself to parliamentary 
reform, and promises to bring in a Bill to widen 
the basis of representation, should Ministers them- 
selvesfailtodoso, It is clearthat Lord Palmerston 
has no present intention to meddle with 80 dis- 
tasteful a subject, though he is sagacious enough 
to repudiate the finality doctrine.

RUSSELL TO THE RESCUE. 


Ture battle has gone against us! There is no use 
in disguising or diminishing the fact. We have 
suffered defeat—a mortifying and disastrous de- 
feat. On the issue we last week proudly and 
hopefully accepted, fortune has decided against 
us. Here and there, a splendid success has been 
ours—and, in the end, we may be more than 
conquerors. But for the present, and on the 
whole, victory rests with the enemy—a victory 
even beyond his most boastful expectations. 


It is not in the gloom of personal feel’ 
ing we make this unreserved admission 
We wish our friends thoroughly to realise 
their losses, before we ask them to consider what 
may be retrieved, and how. London has returned 
Lord John Russell; Portsmouth, Sir F. Baring; 
Carlisle, Sir James Graham. Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Sidney Herbert are either re-elected or unop- 
posed. But, with these exceptions, all the most 
prominent names among the forty-eight Liberals 
in the late majority have been expunged from 
the * roll—Mr. Cobden himself, 
Mr. M. Gibson, Mr. Layard, the two Philli- 
mores, Mr. J. W. Fox, Mr. A. Pellatt, and Mr, 
Miall. Manchester itself is in the hands 
of the enemy. John Bright, one of the noblest of 
— representatives, is without a constituency. 
Salford has completed its subserviency by accept- 
ing a “ young man” from Downing-street. Bolton 
has prefe a Ministerial Conservative to Mr. 
Barnes, the very type of an Independent Liberal. 
It is vaunted that Lancashire has, in all, pre- 
sented Lord Palmerston with ten votes, by un- 
seating seven of the Liberal Opposition ; who are 
replaced My two Conservatives and five Minis- 
terialists. Yorkshire has promoted Lord Goderich, 
but substituted for him an unworthy successor. 
On the other hand, it is true, General Thompson 
hasreplaced Mr. Milligan—Mr. Phillips has beaten 
Frederick Peel—Mr. Gilpin has gained an unex- 
pected success,—and some of the Conservative gains 
may be also on the side of peace and retrenchment. 
But, we repeat, there can be no longer a doubt 
that the new House of Commons will reverse, by 
a decided majority, the vote of its predecessor on 
the war in China. And this we deeply t.— 
inasmuch as parliamentary sanction will thereby 
be given to the making of war by virtually irre- 
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ble officials, and on false or insufficient pre- 
texts. A pee of justice will be reversed,—the 
honour of the nation deeply stained,—and a fear- 
ful precedent established.

Even 
in our largest electoral communities,—in London, 
Liverpool, and Manchester,—class prejudices and 
assions are stronger than those moral sensibi- 
ities that are common to all men. The heart of 
the people can s only through the lips of the 
people. Just judgments are rarely to be fed from 
a court of appeal, whose very existence is an in- 
justice. Significantly enough, it is in almost 
every case the advocates of manhood suffrage who 
have this week been ostracised by the exercise of 
a class franchise. 


This is no new doctrine of ours. We do but 
propose to remedy a present disaster by having 
recourse to an abiding principle. We will even 
rejoice in the disaster, if it turn out—as we hope 
it may—the occasion of giving larger play to this 
old and ever-trusted power. To convert the 
majority for Palmerston into a majority for reform, 
—thatis the immediate business. We feel confident 
that it can be done. Great as is our disappoint- 
ment at the degree of strength exhibited by the 
Palmerstonian sentiment, we are not et a Wot 


as to the amount of reform sentiment at work. 
This proves itself stro than that by the alm 
invariable efforts of Palmerstonian candidates to 
reconcile their faith in him with an honest faith 
in radicalism. Potter and Turner could not get 
on without tacking household suffrage and 
ballot to their sails. Not a few Conservatives 
have volunteered professions of anxiety to extend 
the franchise. The Ministerial organs—with per- 
haps one base exception "——have the sagacity to 
foresee that Lord Palmerston must either change 
his domestic policy or provoke a terrible re- 
action. The Times is probably sincere in re- 
tting the “ parliamen extinction of the 
Manchester school,” and Douglas Jerrold re- 
covers from his late delusion so far as to 
discover that the enthusiasm he has so unhap- 
ily aided in writing up was fast carrying us 
com to Toryism. Obstinately silent as are his 
Tiverton speeches on the question in everybody's 
mouth, Lord Palmerston must surely exclaim 
with Pyrrhus, as he numbers his trophies, “ One 
more such victory, and I am undone!” Cer- 
tain it is that Lord John Russell both under- 
stands the situation and is equal to it. In his 
Guildhall speeches, on Friday and Monday, he 
distinctly undertook to introduce a Reform Bill, 
should the Government not anticipate him. It 
seems equally impossible that Reform can be 
effected but by the noble lord, and that he can 
fail to effect it. Five-sixths of the Liberal party, 
judging from the returns, are pled to follow 
him in the contingency we contemplate.

To these causes we are obliged to add 
another of a baser and more calumnious cha- 
racter, originating with a dissenting banker in 
the City of London, and — employed to 
torture Mr. Miall's lack of worldly wealth into 
something like an insinuation of a readiness 
to resort to all the dirty tricks of a 
swindler. None of these matters, however, 
affected the ultimate chances of the con- 
test except in so far as to encourage the Tories 
to bring forward their candidate, and to keep him 
u the und. The canvass of Mr. Miall’s 
friends proceeded with the utmost energy and 
regularity to its conclusion. And, after allow- 
ing, even extravagantly, all the odds to his oppo- 
nent, a majority of above a hundred votes was 
assured by pledge. The nomination came off on 
Saturday, at which the show of hands was declared 
to be in favour of Mr. Miall. Nothing occurred 
until Sunday night to darken its It 
became apparent then, however, —— 
means were about to be resorted to.

Every Church Sunday-schoo 
teacher had vacated his office in the school-room, 
and been busy throughout the day. Late at 
night, or early in the morning, two railway 
carriages, crammed with venal electors, were sent 
off from the station to some unknown place. The 
result soon n to make itself a t on the 
morrow. Mr. Miall headed the poll for the first 
hour, but then began to lose ground. It was 
found that numbers of his pledged voters in 
every ward had been whipped off, some to 
Liverpool, some to Southport, some in one direc- 
tion, others in another, but all beyond reach. 
As soon as Sir Alexander Ramsay recovered the 
lead, and it was known that money and beer were 
stirring, the neutrals, whom neither side could 
pledge, were easily brought up for him. Such a 
prevalence of drunkenness was never witnessed 
at one time in Rochdale. A large proportion of 
Sir Alexander Ramsay's voters were brought up 
to the poll in cabs, in a state of beastly intoxi- 
cation. Mr, Miall's friends relaxed no effort

(From a Manchester Correspondent.) 

Reaction is the word frequently heard now in con- 
nexion with the recent elections, but so far as Man- 
chester is concerned, it can scarcely be said that there 
has been any reaction in Liberal principles, for the 
successful opponents to our late tried and able repre- 
sentatives, Messrs. Gibson and Bright, have professed 
to be as Liberal as the men they sought to displace.

One remark 
I would make as to the duty of the friends who are 
favourable to progress in political and ecclesiasticaj 
questions at the present crisis. It appears to be the 
opportunity for all such to combine together for the 
of instructing the electors of this kingdom 
in the first principles of political economy and mota- 
lity.

Foreign and Colonial. 


FRANCE. 

The Neufchatel Conference has not concluded its 
sittings. There were meetings on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday last. The Prussian Minister, hitherto excladed, 
was admitted on Tuesday, and Dr. Kern, the Swiss 
delegate, was admitted on Wednesday. It is stated 
ina Paris letter in the Word that the conference on 
the Neufchatel affair will not again meet before 
Saturday; also that the instructions demanded by Dr. 
Kern are not likely to give rise to new difficulties, in- 
asmuch as the principal point now in discussion is a 
demand made by the King of Prussia for a sum of 
2,000,000f , for arrears of his domains in the canton 
since 1848. 


Mr. Escher, the President of the National Council 
of the Swiss Confederation, has had an interview with 
the Emperor. 

It appears that the Bourbon family is again at 
loggerheads. The Orleans branch, through the Duke 
de Nemours, has retracted its “ reconciliation;” and 
the Count de Chambord has replied to the Duke as 
follows: “ My Cousin, I have read your letter with 
deep regret and sorrow.“ 

The French Imperial Court will remove to Fon- 
tainebleau on the lat of May, in order to receive the 
Archduke Constantine. The reason assigned for this 
temporary removal is, that the Emperor wishes to 
keep the Archduke from showing his eccentricities in 
ge and probably from getting into scrapes—for 

e is said to be eccentric. 

Father Ventura preaches in the chapel of the 
Tuileries. In his sermon on Sanday week, it is said, 
he addressed himself directly to the Emperor, and 
declared that even if his own life was moral and 
edifying, it was not sufficient if he did not stigmatise 
and drive from his presence all who might scan- 
dalise the public by their vices, their corruption, 
or their profligacy. He said the Emperor was 
in error if he thought his private acts were 
confined to the walls of his palace; they were not; 
he, and men like him, lived in a house of glass, 
and no secrets were safe from the prying eyes and 
the unfaithfulness of courtiers. He told him that he 
was looked up to as a superior being, with powers for 
good or for evil superior to all others, and that con- 
sequently more was expected from him. He denounced 
those who might sell the favour or protection of the 
Court for gold, and who had grown rich in iniquity. 

It is said that the intervention of the British and 
French Governments for the arrangement of the exist- 
ing differences between the Austrian and Sardinian 
Governments has been favourably received, and it is 
hoped that diplomatic relations will be restored sooner 
than expected.— The Times Paris Correspondent, 


ITALY. 

It does not appear that the Piedmontese Minister has 
uitted Vienna. It is stated that he had an interview 
with Count Buol on the 20th, when the recall of 
Count Paar was notified to him “ in a diplomatic way.” 
M. de Cantono was told that Count Paar had been 
summoned to Vienna, “in order that he might by 
word of mouth make known to his Government the 
opinions and views of Count Cavour. The Sardinian 
diplomatist was also given to understand that the 
Austrian Government would not object to his remain- 
ing at his post if he felt inclined to do so.”

The latest date from Bushire is to Feb. 15. On the 
8th of February a force under General Outram 
obtained a signal victory at Khooshab over the Persians, 
who were commanded by Soojah-ool-Moolk. On the 
Srd of February an expeditionary force of 419 cavalry, 
4,300 infantry, and 18 guns left Bushire. In forty- 
one hours they reached the Persian intrenchments at 
Boorazjoon, a distance of forty-six miles, whence the 
enemy retreated to the mountains, abandoning their 
stores and ammunition, all of which were destroyod. 
Two days after the troops commenced their return 
march. An ineffectual night attack was made by the 
enemy. At daybreak on the 8th the Persian army, 
about 6,000 strong, with five guns, was attacked by 
the British cavalry and artillery, and totally routed, 
The enemy lost 700 killed, 100 prisoners, and two 
guns. Our total loss consists of ten killed and sixty- 
two wounded. Lieutenant Franckland was killed ; 
Captain Forbes, Captain Mockler, and Lieutenant 
Greentree were wounded. The expedition returned 
to Bushire on the 10th of February. 

The Indian dates are Calcutta, February 23, and 
Bombay, March 5. Disturbances have taken place in 
Pegu. They are unimportant, but they led to a 
skirmish with the troo The Madras Exhibition 
was opened by Lord Harris on the 8th of February.

The Earl of Malmesbury, being unable to reply in 
Parliament to Lord Palmerston’s speech at the 
Mansion House and his address to the electors of 
Tiverton, has addressed a letter to the Premier, which 
he has published in the morning The China 
blue-book, he says, was an indictment against Sir 
John Bowring, and the verdict in the House of Com- 
mons was against the defendant. He accuses Lord 
Palmerston of trying to make the electors of Tiverton 
believe that the atrocities of which the Chinese have 
been guilty preceded our military operations; whereas, 
with the exception of the supposed outrage of 
the Arrow, the Chinese outrages were subsequent to 
our military operations, and induced by them. He 
asks if it is decent in a Prime Minister “to use the 
table at the Mansion House as a hustings.” He is 
angry with Lord Palmerston for saying,“ if those who 
voted against us had risen to power,” Togically they 
must have paid the rewards which had been given for 
the heads of our merchants, and the cost of the arsenic 
which had been used in poisoning our fellow-subjects 
at Hong Kong.”
